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1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The following limitation found in Independent Claim 1 , "circuit is operational to 
protect the apparatus against reverse current flow in a high side connected to a supply 
voltage and against reverse current flow in a low-side connected to ground" is 
confusing and the Examiner is not sure how the sole Figure reads upon this 
limitation. Clarification is requested. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-4, 8-14, 18, 19 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Williams (5,682,050). 

Williams discloses in Figure 14A, the use of an N-channel MOS isolation 
transistor (M5), which when turned-on due to a reverse supply voltage connection, (i.e. 
Vy>Vx), operates to turn-off the N-channel MOS blocking transistor (M), thereby 
preventing a reverse current flow. Reverse current flow is protected in a high-side 
connection to supply voltage (wire between Vbatt and Drain of M) and also in a low- 
side connection (from Vbatt to GND) to ground (for Claims 1, 8-10 and 21). For Claim 
11, (Vy) is considered to be a regulated voltage output node (from Vbatt) and the wire 
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connecting the battery to transistor (M) is considered to be means for passing a supply 
voltage. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that 
was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the 
examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 
U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 5, 6, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Williams. 

These set of claims are drawn to the use of LDMOS and DE NMOS transistors. 
Williams discloses that the use of such transistors (i.e. LD NMOS) is known (see Col. 
2, lines 54-58), but does not specifically recite their use in the isolation and/or 
blocking transistors. This is because, if in their conventional forms, they are used for 
the isolation and blocking transistors, they need to be used in an AC back-to-back 
switch arrangement, resulting in a higher on-resistance. However, it is disclosed that 
NMOS transistors can be used without AC back-to-back configurations, if there is no 
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source-to-body shorting. Therefore, it would have been obvious to utilize any 
fabricated NMOS transistor, such as LD NMOS and DE NMOS transistors, as long as 
there was no source-to-body shorting, and thus, increasing applications to those chips 
wherein LD NMOS and/ or DE NMOS configurations were being utilized in the 
fabrication. This increased application lends itself to increased applications and sales. 

7. Claims 17 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claim 7 is would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a Statement of Reasons for the Indication of Allowable Subject 
Matter: The specific limitations drawn to the regulated voltage output node, voltage 
regulator, bias generator and regulator, as added by these dependent claims, are not 
disclosed nor would have been obvious in view of the Prior Art of Record.
